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SUMMARY. THE BOGOTA PRESS HAS REPORTED THE SURRENDER OF 21 
MEMBERS OF THE PEOPLES' LIBERATION ARMY (EPL), CAPTURE OF A 
REVOLUTIONARY ARMED FORCES OF COLOMBIA (FARC) LEADER, AND ENTRY 
INTO THE COUNTRY OF MEMBERS OF THE BLACK SEPTEMBER MOVEMENT. THE 
LAST ITEM IS FALSE. FIVE DEATHS HAVE BEEN REPORTED IN A LAND 
INVASION IN CHIMICHAGUA, DEPARTMENT OF CESAR. THE COURT MARTIAL 
OF SUSPECTED ELN MEMBERS CONTINUES. END SUMMARY. 

1. THE BOGOTA PRESS OF MARCH 3 AND 4 REPORTED THE SURRENDER OF 21 
MEMBERS OF THE EPL TO TROOPS OF THE IV BRIGADE IN THE VICINITY 
OF CHIGORDO IN ANTIOQUIA. ACCORDING TO PRESS ACCOUNTS, THE 21 
"COMBATANTS" INCLUDED 8 MEN, 7 WOMEN AND 6 CHILDREN; AND ALL WERE 
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SAID THIS APPEARS TO BE THE FINAL AGONY OF THE REMNANTS OF THE 
EPL. THE DAO HAS CONFIRMED THAT 20 MEMBERS OF THE EPL SURRENDERED. 

2. A PRESS REPORT OF MARCH 2 IN THE CONSERVATIVE DAILY EL SIGLO 
ANNOUNCED THE CAPTURE OF ENRIQUE GIRALDO GIRALDO (ALIAS CANO 
GIRALDO) ALLEGED CHIEF OF THE FIFTH FRONT OF THE REVOLUTIONARY 
ARMED FORCES OF COLOMBIA (FARC) WHO HAD, ACCORDING TO THE 
ACCOUNT. BEEN OPERATING WITH 25 MEN IN THE VICINITY OF THE 
MUNICIPALITY OF CANASGORDAS IN ANTIOQUIA. 

3. IN ADDITION, THE LOCAL PRESS REPORTED THE DEATH OF TWO POLICE- 
MEN AND THREE CAMPESINOS IN A CONFRONTATION RESULTING FROM A 
LAND SEIZURE IN CHIMICHAGUA, DEPT OF CESAR. INCORA GENERAL 
MANAGER JORGE TORRES LOZANO TOLD AN EMBASSY OFFICE THE INVASION 
WAS PART OF A NATIONAL CAMPAIGN BY CAMPESINOS TO APPLY PRESSURE 
ON THE GOVERNMENT. 

4. THE AFTERNOON TABLOID EL ESPACIO FALSELY REPORTED ON MARCH 1 
THAT 6 PALESTINIANS, MEMBERS OF THE BLACK SEPTEMBER MOVEMENT, 
ENTERED COLOMBIA. 

5. THE CONTROVERSIAL COURT MARTIAL OF ELN ELEMENTS THAT HAS BEEN 
UNDERWAY FOR SIX MONTHS AT THE ARTILLERY SCHOOL IN BOGOTA ENTERED 
A NEW PHASE WITH THE COMPLETION OF THE READING OF THE CASE 
CONSISTING OF 20,000 PAGES. ON TRIAL ARE ALLEGED MEMBERS OF 

THE URBAN NET OF THE ELN AS WELL AS ELN GUERRILLAS. THE BRIGADE 
OF MILITARY INSTITUTES WHICH IS CONDUCTING THE TRIAL IS TRYING 
202 DEFENDANTS; 85 ARE ON PROVISIONAL LIBERTY, 65 IN ABSENTIA 
AND 52 IN CUSTODY, ACCORDING TO THE LOCAL PRESS. 

6. THE LOCAL PRESS REPORTED THE FIRST APPEARANCE IN MEDELLIN 
OF THE SELF-IDENTIFIED ANAPISTA TERRORIST GROUP M-19 ON FEB 26, 

WITH THE PAINTING OF M-19 SLOGANS ON WALLS NEAR THE DEPARTMENT 
CAPITOL BUILDING. 
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
